Upon only one Ihlnc can nn ngrecment bo 
nntlclpntcd, Prcsiimnbly both sides will con- 
cede that somebody blundered. Wltho\it par- 
tisanship or prcjndlce, solely on the com- 
mittee's record, an objective analyst mlRht 
well paraphrase the well-known coroner's 
Jviry verdict and sny thai "the American navy 
was left to Its death by a person or persons

The inquiry has been a disappointment, 
Tliat Is not merely becniisc It did not find a 
scoundrel or even an acceptable Roat. So 
many made such human mistakes, appar- 
ently, that even ultimate history may have 
1 rouble renchlni; categorical conclusinns. 
.What Is hardest to forgive Is the Atmosphere 
or cheap partisanship In which the committee 
functioned from beclnnlnR to end. 

To one who Is at all familiar with political 
nnd propnpanda metliodoloRlcs, It was appar- 
ent throuKhout that each party had entered 
(he Inquiry with a bill of poods lo be sold. 
Instead of seeking honestly to find out how 
our fleet came to be surprised and almost 
niinlhllated, so that we might guard ngainst 
any repetition, each side spent Its time trying 
to find or twist evidence to support its pre 
conceptions. 

If anybody yet lias produced a conclusion 
that may hope to stand the le.st of time, 
perhaps It waa Lt.-Col. George W. Blcknell, 
who waa General Short's assistant chief of 
intplligencc, who said: 

"1 feel that we might expect another Pearl 
Harbor unless we can develop an intcUlgence 
service that Is co-ordinated and efficient and 
made avalJable to all ngencies through one 
central point" 

To which he added what seems a fair sum 
inary of the 150,000-page hearings: 

"It WES not a question of poraonneU It was 
the ayBtem that waa wrong."
